GOVERNMENT GRIPS WITH LABOR; 
OTHER WORKERS-MAY JOIN FIGHT 


London Newspapers Declare Nation Faces Industrial Crisis in 


Situation Growing Out of Decision of Miners, Transport Work- 
ers and Railway Men to Tie Up the Country— 4,000,000 to be 
Idle Under Strike Order — Government Declares it Will Sup- 
port Efforts to Prevent Industrial Ruin. 


London, April 13 (By the Associated Press). — Great Britain's 


"triple alliance of labor" will call its members from their posts 
at 10 o'clock Friday night, it was announced here this morning 
at 1 1 o'clock. This decision follows the inability of the National 
Miners Federation to reach an agreement with the mine owners 
and the government for the settlement of the miners' strike which 
began April 1. 


It has been estimated that if the alliance should call a strike 


there would be nearly 4,000,000 persons idle in England as a result. 


The decision to slrikn was reached unanimously by the trans- 


port workers and railway men, .1, N. Thomas, general secretary 
of the railway men's union, said after, this morning's meeting.
